A small 
section of one end of the mill 
building, protected by a fire 
wall was saved as were the 
near-by warehouse and resi 
dences of the mill workers.

$40,000, this being about the 
differense between the actual 
value of the destroyed mill and 
the amount of insurance carri 
ed.
